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The President Speaks 


The history of our college is 
intimately connected with the 
teaching profession. The earliest of 
our courses of study accomplished 
the purpose of preparing teachers 
for the public schools, and not a few 
of the graduates of the old Normal 
English Course attained worthy and 
sometimes distinguished places in the 
teaching profession. 

The complete story of our 
contribution to the ministry also has 
not yet been written. Last year, 
for instance, the student minis- 
terium numbered about thirty, and 
the student support of J. M. Blough 
in India and of H. Stover Kulp in 
Africa still continues. There is 
another profession, however, to 
which Juniata has had a very inti- 
mate relation. It is the profession 
of medicine. 

It is rather clear that the idea of 
an educational institution in 
Huntingdon was originated by Dr. 
A. B. Brumbaugh, who settled here 
as early as 1866. It was he who 
induced Elder H. B. Brumbaugh 
and Elder J. B. Brumbaugh to 
bring their interest in education 
and their printing plant to Hunting- 
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don. ‘The large contri- 
bution of these three 
men in starting the little 
school of three students 
and one teacher is in- 
terestingly set forth in 
Professor David Em- 
mert’s ‘‘Reminiscences 
of Juniata.” 


When the first class 
was graduated it num- 
bered three members, 
two of whom became 
physicians and settled 
in the city of Washing- 
ton, D. C. Miss Phoebe 
R. Norris was one of 
these, the first woman 
physician among our 
alumni. The other was 
Gaius M. Brumbaugh, 
son of the physician 
whose vision was re- 
sponsible for the begin- 
nings of the college here, 
and now the honored 
chairman of our Board 
of ‘Trustees. 


In the first twenty years 
of Juniata’s history there were twelve 
Normal English graduates and two 
Business graduates who went into 
medicine. Of these, six are de- 
ceased. Our Alumni Record indi- 
cates the following as constituting 
the list of those still living: From 
the Normal English Course—Dr. 


Gaius M. Brumbaugh, Washington, 


D. C.; Dr. David P. Bowman, 
Crimora, Virginia; Dr. James Hayes 
Swan, St. Thomas, Pennsylvania; 
Dr. George H. Irvin, Orrville, Ohio; 
Dr. Irvin D. Metzger, Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania; Dr. Ira B. White- 
head, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 
Two of the Business graduates of 
1893 went into medicine. They are 
Dr. Elmer C. Keefer, Reading, 
Pennsylvania, and Dr. H. F. 
Schamel, Baltimore, Maryland. It 
is also of interest to note that Mr. 
Homer F. Sanger, of the Normal 
English Class of 1902, and for sever- 
al years on our faculty, has been 
since 1919 in an important adminis- 
trative position with the American 
Medical Association in Chicago, and 
is now senior member ofthe council 
staff. 


Since the development of our 
institution into a Liberal Arts Col- 
lege many more of our graduates 
than before have found their way 
into this profession. The records 
of the American Medical Association 
indicate that in the past nine years 
forty-five of our graduates have 
completed the medical course. At 
present there are nine _ hospital 
internes who were graduated last 
June and there are about twenty 
others still pursuing their courses in 
such institutions as Harvard, Hop- 


kins, Pennsylvania, Jefferson, 
Temple, Hahnemann, Pittsburgh, 
University of Maryland, and 


George Washington. Since the be- 
ginning over one hundred Juniata 
men and women have gone into 
medicine and the College continues 
to prepare students for this pro- 
fession. The field of service of our 
medical graduates alone is an 
interesting illustration of the 
prophetic vision of Dr. A. B. 
Brumbaugh who made the state- 
ment more than sixty years ago, 
which some of his colleagues re- 
garded as extravagant and almost 
ridiculous, that the time would come 
when this small institution would be 
known “from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and from the Lakes to the 
Gulf’’. 


We have had college occasions in 
the past when we have honored the 
teaching profession, and the minis- 
try, and even the legal profession, 


to which we have not made so large 
a contribution. It seems appropriate 
now, in view of all that has been 
said above, that we should no longer 
defer making some recognition of 
the contribution which Juniata has 
made to the healing art. According- 
ly it has been decided that we will 
attempt to do this on the occasion 
of our next commencement on June 
third. Dr. Irvin D. Metzger, one 
of our earlier graduates who has 


moved through general practice to 


a specialized field of service and who 
has long been head of the Pennsyl- 
vania Board of Medical Licensure, 
has consented to give the com- 
mencement address, and we shall be 
happy to have the members of the 
medical profession honor the occa- 
sion by their presence.

Meetings of the 
reunion classes will be held from 
five o’clock until eight when the 
senior play ‘‘Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” will be given on the campus.

Irvin D. Metzger, M.D. 


Irvin D. Metzger, ’94NE, ’96Ed. 
M, Juniata; M.D. Hahnemann Méd- 
ical College, will be the commence- 
ment speaker, Monday morning, 
June 3, in the Court of the Cloister. 
In accepting the invitation from 
President Ellis, Dr. Metzger honors 
his Alma Mater in returning to her 
after a distinguished medical career. 
Dr. Metzger studied at the Uni- 
versities of Vienna and London from 
1913 to 14, following general prac- 
tice in Tyrone from 1904-09. He 
first specialized in ear, eye, nose, 
and throat in Tyrone from 1910- 
1913. Previous to his graduation 
from the Hahnemann Medical School 
in 1904, Dr. Metzger was superin- 
tendent of the Hollidaysburg, Penn- 
sylvania, Public Schools from 1895- 
1900. 

Dr Metzger has served for over 
25 years as a member of the Penn- 
sylvania State Board of Medical 
Education, the longest term of ser- 
vice on the board today. He is a 
member of the State and American 
Medical Associations, and other pro- 
fessional and civic organizations. 
In 1926 the University of Pitts- 
burgh honored him with a D.Sc. 
degree. 

We are fortunate in presenting 
Dr. Metzger as commencement 
speaker this year, for his coming 
brings a message from one experi- 
enced in two great fields of human 
service, medicine and education.

Unusual and little-known items 
from the Vault Collection of rare 
books will be the center of interest 
this year at the ‘Friends of the 
Library” tea which will be held in 
the College Library on Saturday 
afternoon, June 1, at 4 o’clock. 
Alumni and other campus visitors 
are cordially invited to this event, 
whether or not they are actively en- 
rolled as ‘‘Friends’’. 

Mr. Gerhard Friedrich will tell of 
the many interesting things that 
have come to his attention during 
his year of work with the rare books 
of the Vault. Since last August Mr. 
Friedrich, the young German re- 
search librarian who is_ working 
under a grant from the Carl Schurz 
Memorial Foundation and the Ober- 
lander Trust of Philadelphia, has 
brought to lght more and more 
interesting and historically impor- 
tant facts about the books that have 
long been in possession of the Col- 
lege. It will be remembered that 
the Vault is largely filled with the 
books, pamphlets, indentures, and 
“fraktur”’ purchased from the anti- 
quarian, Abraham Cassel, by Dr. 
M. G. Brumbaugh and presented 
to the College about thirty years ago. 

The Commencement Tea _ will 
offer to everyone who is interested 
the opportunity to hear from Mr. 
Friedrich just what he has been 
doing and what treasures he has had 
the pleasure of describing in detail. 
Displays of the more noteworthy 
things included in the collection will 
be arranged in the reading rooms. 
In addition, an exhibit of unusually 
fine photographs of the Ephrata 
Cloister will be placed in the 
Pennsylvania Room. 

Since the organization of the 
“Friends of the Juniata College 
Library’’ in the spring of 1937 the 
annual tea during the Commence- 
ment season has steadily gained in 
interest and attendance. The first 
year more than fifty ‘‘Friends” 
registered as actively interested in 
the Library; several hundred guests 
heard Mr. Will Judy, president of 
the Alumni Association, talk on 
“The Making of a Book” at the tea 
in 1939.

Cllumni C pot Light cua « 


We know one person 
in the District of Colum- 
bia who had five dollars in 
his pocket and knew but 
one person when he first 
entered the capital city 
fifty-eight years ago. In 
the subsequent years, 
Gaius Marcus Brumbaugh 
N.E. ’79; M.S. ’98; Litt. 
D. ’26; M.D. ’85 and ’88, 
has become well known 
professionally and in sev- 
ral other lines. The con- 
tribution which he has 
made to Juniata College 
is very extensive. As 
president of the Board of 
Trustees he has endeav- 
ored to help consummate 
those ideals which his 
father, Dr. Andrew B. 
Brumbaugh, had in his 
first vision and in later 
developments of the col- 
lege, with which he also 
was so long actively con- 
nected. 


Like his father he has 
devoted his life to the 
practice of medicine. He 
is along time member of 
the American Medical As- —_— 
sociation and a life member of the Medical 
Society of the District of Columbia. For 
some years he was Assistant Chief, Bureau 
of Animal Industry, U.S. Dept. of Agricul- 
ture. For fourteen years he taught nurses 
in the National Training School, Sibley 
Memorial Hospital, and is on the preferred 
professional lists of seven hospitals of 
Washington. 


Dr. Brumbaugh has been editor for 
twenty-three years of the National Genea- 
logical Society Quarterly and has published 
a number of volumes on his hobby of 
genealogy. A portion of his books include: 
“Genealogies of the Brumbaugh and of the 
Fouse Families,” ‘Swiss Emigrants to the 
American Colonies in the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury,” written in collaboration with Dr. 
Albert B. Faust, in two volumes. This 
work was based on Swiss archive material 
and was used by the Federal Government 
in determining the quota of “source of 
origin’ for Switzerland. Also two volumes 
of “Maryland Records: Colonial, Revolu- 
tionary, County and Church”; ‘‘Revolu- 
tionary War Records, Volume One, Vir- 
ginia.’”’ He will in a few days issue ‘‘First 
Census of Kentucky, 1790.” 


Dr. Brumbaugh and Catherine Ellott 
Brown were married October 1, 1889.

Trustee Board Enlarged 

A revision of the Juniata College 
Board of Trustee By-Laws provides for 
an increase in the membership of the 
Board through alumni and _ church 
representation. According to the new 
provision, in three years the alumni will 
have three representatives on the Board, 
each serving for a three year term, with- 
out the privilege of succeeding himself. 
The first representative will be selected 
this spring prior to the commencement 
meeting of the Board and will begin his 
three year term in June of this year. He 
will be elected from the three nominees 
submitted to the active membership of 
the Alumni Association for their vote in 
this spring’s election ballot. This pro- 
cedure is to be used in electing repre- 
sentatives in the succeeding years. Each 
of the three church districts will choose 
their own representative. 


Juniata Day in the Churches 

Activity in the church phase of the 
Juniata Development Committee pro- 
gram gets under way with the establish- 
ment of a “Juniata Day’, an annual 
observance of Juniata College in the 
three church districts of the Church of 
the Brethren. Under the leadership of 
the Reverend Edgar M. Detwiler 712, 
pastor of the Everett Church of the 
Brethren, plans have been made for this 
Juniata observance on Sunday, April 28, 
in the Southeast, Middle, and Western 
Pennsylvania church districts.

Honest farmers, neighbors, students, and 
boosters paid him tributes and suggested 
his name for state recognition. 


In his present position it is his duty to 
file financial and tax reports from the 
various sub-divisions of local government 
throughout the state. In this work he has 
constantly pointed out that it is the policy 
of his administration to help but not direct 
local government; to aid and assist but not 
endeavor In any way to substitute cen- 
tralized power in Harrisburg for local 
authority. 


Included among the accomplishments of 
Mr. Livengood is his present attempt to 
break down the short weight coal evil which 
existed so widely when he came into office. 


Mrs. Livengood will be remembered by 
Juniatians as Martha Cupp, ex. ’23. There 
are two children: Mary, a freshman at 
Juniata this year, and William 8. Livengood 
III, a freshman at Somerset High School.

Fellow Alumni: 


May, 1940 


A questionnaire at my suggestion was sent out to the Juniata College alumni and I am mentioning the highlights of 


replies, 


The Scriptures admonish us to examine into our own hearts. 


We have done so and some of the replies have been any- 


thing but flattering. However I feel that the folks on College Hill ‘‘can take it.” 


QUESTION 1.—If you were to choose your school again, 
would you choose Juniata? Why? Only four said no. It is 
interesting to note that the majority stressed the Christian 
atmosphere, the moral background. One writes: ‘‘Yes; the 
high ideals taught to me while at J uniata have been of material 
aid to me since my graduation.’’ Another one said: ‘Yes, I 
want the Bible education along with secular education.” 
A third said: “T should choose Juniata for the same reasons— 
family interest, proximity and expense.”’ 


QUESTION 2.—In what ways has your life and experiences 
since graduation shown your education to be helpful or deficient? 
78% stated that Juniata had been helpful. The others stated 
that Juniata had been helpful but deficient, or not helpful 
and also deficient. 

It is interesting to note that all but one of these mentioned 
a deficiency in social training and activities. Here is a 
typical answer: ‘Deficient in the ability to feel at ease in all 
kinds of society.’’ (Four mention that the absence of dancing 
was one cause of deficiency.) 


QUESTION 3.—If you have not been back to Juniata since 
graduation, state why. May I say here that this question 
emphasizes a rather important point, namely that the old 
grad who goes back, thinks of the school as it existed when 
he was a student; he sees only a few of the faculty who 
remember him and whom he remembers; and practically 
none of those who were students with him. This however is 
unavoidable. There is a practical suggestion to us that we 
should make every effort to pay attention to the old grads, 
show them around, and have some special observances for 
their entertainment. 


QUESTION 4.—Are you interested more or less in Juniata 
ideals and methods than when you were a student? We must 
bear in mind a divided loyalty on the part of some, namely 
those who after Juniata, went on to a graduate school or 
other schools and took up new loyalties. We cannot expect 
these people to be as loyal as those whose school work ended 
on our own College Hill. 

Question four more or less correlated itself to question 2 
under deficiency. Most of those who found some deficiency 
also found fault with Juniata’s ideals and methods. Here is 
a typical answer yes—‘‘We are living in an age of greater 
possibilities and greater opportunities. Therefore the present 
age needs schools like Juniata.’ Here is a no: ‘Juniata 
seemed to assume that the world was a wicked place, best 
ignored.”’ Here is a compromise: “Juniata ideals impress 
me very much but I believe these high ideals can still be a 
part of Juniata and just as effective with more attractive 
social activities.’’ This same party stated also: “One of the 
main social activities of the high school today is dancing— 
in which Juniata is deficient.” 


It appears that a number stressed the fact that life on 
College Hill was too ideal, too secluded, too unreal and that, 
the gap between college life and life on the outside world 
was too wide. We must temper this conclusion because there 
is a gap between the two whether one attends Juniata or any 
other school. 


QUESTION 5.—As you look back now, did Juniata give 
you what you needed or wanted in order to meet the problems of 
life that you actually faced when you left school? If not, why? 
This question is allied closely with question 4. One person 
speaks of the “delightful informality of Juniata’ and the 
thought that there is too much of it and that there should be 
more formality. Another states: ‘“Even the best instruction 
can be too academic and not practical enough.” These ans- 
wers bring to our minds the realization that the old classical 


college has been buffeted severely and that today, higher 
education is greatly permeated with the practical side. <A 
concession must be made to this situation. 


QUESTION 6.—Have you become familiar with Juniata’s 
new curriculum? In your opinion, what other improvements 
can be made in Juntata’s methods, courses, aims and the like? 
In spite of the fact that in May, 1938, and in February, 1939, 
a full page was given in each issue of the Bulletin to the storv 
of the new curriculum, only a few knew anything about it. 
The number of required courses was reduced; a new intro- 
ductory course in The Mind and The Psychology of Learning 
was introduced. New integration courses in the three ‘‘Di- 
visions of Study’’ are prescribed for all entering students in 
the Ist semester; and competency in English and foreign 
languages is required, taking the place of the old system of 
accumulating so many “hours”. These are essentially the 
major changes in the new curriculum. 


QUESTION 7.—If you have a son or daughter approaching 
college age, are you planning to send your child to Juniata? 
State reasons for or against. The returns on this question were 
five to one in favor of sending their sons and daughters back 
to Juniata. A number however stated that finances require 
them to send their children to a local school. 


QUESTION 8.—What importance do you attach to our 
Alumni Association and what suggestions do you offer for the 
emprovement of the work of the Association? Practically all 
the answers spoke of the new organization of the alumni, 
based upon every graduate and former student being con- 
sidered a potential member and that a contribution to the 
college large or small, each year is the only requirement. for 
full active membership. 

We must call attention to one answer: “This is my first 
time to receive any data on the Alumni Association.” I 
feel that we must stress this answer because it is our definite 
policy during the next few years to contact the alumni 
regularly and more completely. In other words, every former 
student and graduate will be made to feel that Juniata is 
still much interested in him and wants his continued support 
and interest. 


QUESTION 9.—Whai features or articles in the Alumni 
Bulletin do you like or dislike? What suggestions do you have 
for bettering this publication? Here is one answer which you 
can take for what it is worth—‘“I should like to see the 
emphasis taken from athletics. Football is a game of murder 
and graft.” 

Most replies ask for more news of the alumni rather than 
news and articles about present students and their activities. 
A goodly number expressed appreciation of President Ellis’ 
message. 

There are many interesting comments in these question- 
naires and the questionnaires are being turned over to Presi- 
dent Ellis and the faculty for whatever attention they wish 
to give to them. ‘These questionnaires certainly reached all 
extremes. One, for.instance, said that there was too much 
politics in the Alumni Association (we have not vet been able 
to discover this). 


I am heartily in favor of more questionnaires and believe 
that the Alumni Association, the faculty and the trustees 
will be able to “take it” the brickbats with the bokavs. We 
are starting on a new era in alumni matters and it may re- 
quire several more years before we reach our goal. 


May I, apart from the questionnaires, express my appreci- 
ation of the unexecelled work which the Alumni Bulletin staff-— 
Harold B. Brumbaugh, Telford B. Blough and Richard C. 
Allen have been doing in giving us Bulletins every three 
months which are newsy, well edited and full of a constructive, 
enthusiastic spirit. 


Everything points to such large crowds on College Hill, June 1, Alumni Day that we may need to install loudspeakers 


on the campus. 


It is going to be old grads’ and former students’ day on College Hill.
